The tentativ e agreement, whicn calls fo r wage increases o f 
up to 8 0.8 cents an ho ur o v er the three y ears, was hammered 
o ut Thursday by unio n and co mpany nego tiato rs here. 
A jo int statement said the pro po sed pact also features "a 
precedentrsetting jo b security pro v isio n,” as well as increases 
in pensio ns, insurance, sickness and accident benefits.

While Word. Inc.. also

Mr. Nixon long ago per­ 
ceived his own limitations in 
dealing close-range with peo­ 
ple. In his campaigns for 
office, and particularly for 
the White House, he sought to 
minimize any possible politi­ 
cal and personal 
damage 
from these evident short- 


comings by devices aimed at 
controlling the 
“ campaign 
environment” in which he 
moved. 
This meant carefully con­ 
trived public appearances, 
minimum direct exposure to 
the press through confer­ 
ences and interviews, avoid­ 
ance of the traumatic (for 
him) business of confronting 
either ordinary voting folk or 
political leaders in unpredic­ 
table one-on-one situations. 
But a president, thrown al­ 
most inevitably into all kinds 
of problems he can’t foresee, 
requires a rich variety of 
human contacts to fuel his 
imagination and reinforce 
whatever creative impulses 
he may bring to the job.

Mr. Nixon has not made. In 
the White 
House 
fortress 
which automatically fosters a 
certain isolation for all presi­ 
dents, he has moved as he did 
in his campaign—to control 
his whole “ environm ent.” 
But in this case, that of 
course means managing the 
entirety of government, and 
its approach to problems 
which in this age are ines­ 
capably 
immense, 
in

human field. 
So he has contrived to run

Hoffa Has Pia ns

WASHINGTON - Sweat­ 
ing it out luxuriously in a 
West Coast spa much of this 
past 
month, 
white-soxed 
Jimmy Hoffa followed the 
Ellsberg-Pentagon 
Papers 
theft trial avidly, reportedly 
voiced 
approval 
at 
the 
judge's abrupt dismissal of 
all proceedings and deter­ 
mined to consult one of the 
three defense attorneys — 
Leonard Boudin of New York 
City. 
Off and on counselor Bou­ 
din has been a favorite of 
Hoffa’s for a decade or so — 
one of a 
hundred 
such 
lawyers in what the trade has 
called “ Jim m y’s own bar 
association.” But few of them 
have ever done so well by the 
former all-powerful Team­ 
sters’ general president as 
Boudin did for the admitted 
purloiner ol classified De­ 
fense Dept, and Rand think 
tank documents. Hoffa be­ 
lieves he needs just such an 
attorney to challenge Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s bar on his “ di­ 
rect or indirect manage­ 
ment” of a labor organization 
until March 1980. 
TH E RE ’S FAR MORE 
fundamental significance to 
Jimmy Hoffa’s ambition for a 
re-seizure of the vast Team­ 
sters Brotherhood than the 
ego of this ex-convict, this 


friend of men identified by 
federal 
authorities 
as 
Mafiosi, a man often talked of 
as 
a 
complex of brutish 
physical instincts. 
There is far more here than 
Hoffa’s low-kev feud with in­ 
cumbent general president 
Frank “ Fitz” Fitzsimmons. 
The issue it seems to me is 
control of a massive labor or­ 
ganization. the nation’s lar­ 
gest, which is at the inner 
gears of America’s distribu­ 
tive system. Hoffa learned 
this well from his early days 
at the side of Leon Trotsky’s 
American representative, 
Farrell Dobbs, in the '30s in 
Minneapolis. 
Few really have looked 
deeply into the Teamsters or­ 
ganization. It is now more 
than 2.2 million strong. It 
reaches from the California 
salad valleys to the Atlantic 
fisheries by way of more than 
900 locals. 
ITS CASH ON HAND 
(in 
banks) on Jan. 1, 1973, was 
well over $23 million. It has 
an income of over $41 million 
annually. It dominates pen­ 
sion funds running into the 
billions — and uncounted 
health and welfare cash flows 
which easily hit a billion 
dollars a year. 
It 
has vast 
real estate 
holdings in addition to its $5 
million headquarters here. 
Its “ airfieet” cost over $3.5

million — not counting its 
pilot and co-pilot. And there is 
its fleet of cars. 
And it pays its officials 
well. The general president 
receives $125.000 annually. 
And an office-house near here 
which rents at an estimated 
“ $4,000” annually. Its secre- 
tarv-treasurer gets $100,000 
yearly. 
Because of the AFL-CIO’s 
feud with Mr. Nixon and the 
administration, the Teams­ 
ters are in a powerful position 
as the labor force in resi­ 
dence. 
THIS IS A PO W ERFU L 
political, tinancial and social 
vehicle for any man to con­ 
trol. Hoffa wants the big 
w heel so he can centralize the 
general president’s power. In 
his hands if could become the 
most powerful “ civilian” 
force in the land — perhaps a 
total force. Under Fitzsim­ 
mons the power has been de­ 
centralized. The regions’ con­ 
ferences have become almost 
autonomous baronies, con­ 
stituencies, call them what 
you will. They coordinate at 
collective bargaining time, 
which is now . I don’t believe 
there will be a master freight 
haulers strike when the na­ 
tional contract expires June 
30. 
But if there would be a 
countrywide strike, 
that 
would be the day the nation 
would begin standing still. In 
a few weeks there would, in 
effect, develop a 
general 
strike, the most awesome of 
its kind 
So the jousting for the lead­ 
ership of the Teamsters is not 
any esoteric battle. Therefore 
it is fascinating to watch Fitz 
and his advisers strip Hoffa’s 
allies of their power. The 
Hoffa bloc is led mostly by 
Hoffa’s “ angel” of some 25 
years standing —- Teamsters 
fourth vice president Harold 
J. Gibbons. First Gibbons 
was moved out of the direc­ 
torship of the central states 
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conference; then he was 
stripped of the airline divi­ 
sion. Last week, after some 
easy reading of the hand- 
lettering on the wall. Gibbons 
“ emotionally” quit as secre- 
tary-treasurer 
(eminence 
grise) of Teamsters Local 
688, which covers the city of 
St. Louis and six counties. He 
also left the regional joint 
council and some other posts. 
And took other officials with 
him. 
He is still, however, a $55,- 
000-a-year 
Teamsters 
vice 
president. In 1972, his ex­ 
pense account ran to $16,- 
958.15. He won’t starve. He’s 
in until 1976 — elected by the 
’71 convention. 


BY TRADITION, 
should 
he take the hint (word is that

Teamsters’

executive board was about to 
put his home local 688 under 
trusteeship) and quit as na­ 
tional vice president, he 
would retire on pensions, 
local and national, totalling 
upward of $100,000 a year. 
The Teamsters are gener­ 
ous when it comes to money. 
Mrs. Josephine Hoffa earns 
$48,000 annually as director of 
the Ladies 
Auxiliary 
of 
D R I V E 
( D e m o c r a t s , 
Republicans.

Education). 
And 
Hoffa’s 
“ adopted 
son” 
Charles “ Chuck” O’Brien 
gets $25,000 annually and 
over $5.(MX) in allowances as a 
general organizer 


GIBBONS slipped out qui­ 
etly — few of his few friends 
left 
inside 
the Teamsters 
knew he would resign at a 
local membership meeting 
Thus Jimmy Hoffa and Gib­ 
bons are a lonely intimate 
bloc. 
Not even Gibbons’ old 
friend 
Frankie Sinatra 
is 
around. Hoffa does manage 
to get a local or two (such as 
Local 250 Teamsters, Pitts­ 
burgh) to invite him for a 
speech. But he’s not quitting. 
Just sweating it out. Ready­ 
ing to challenge the President 
and the government by run­ 
ning for president of his old 
home Detroit Local *299 — of 
which Fitz still is vice presi­ 
dent 
Perhaps counselor Boudin 
could do for Hoffa w hat he did 
for Ellsberg — get the gov­ 
ernment off his back. It’s all 
well worth watching — for the 
nation, that is.

By VIVIAN BROWN 
AP Newsfeatures Writer 
Yo u might save abo ut 10 
per cent o n y o ur meat bills by 
buy ing a hindquarter o f beef, 
say s a wo man who has just 
do ne so . 
After all, what wo uld the 
o ld o utdo o rs be this sum m er 
witho ut at least o ne b ar­ 
becue? May be two o r three. 
As it turned o ut, the 19 4‘ j 
lb. hindquarter o f beef co st 
$19 2.56 cut up, wrapped and 
marked by the butcher who 
so ld it to her at 9 9 cents a 
po und, a price he had quo ted 
her previo usly , even tho ugh, 
meanwhile, the co st o f the 
beef had risen 6 cents a po und 
to $1.05. If she had bo ught the 
m eat as it was needed, it 
wo uld have co st her $212.46 at 
retail chain sto res where she 
no rmally sho ps. 
THE ‘ NEIGHBORHOOD 
butcher in the high-co st area 
o f Fairfield Co unty , Co nn., 
sells o nly cho ice cuts o f meat, 
and

have 


bo ught the individual cuts 
fro m him. F o r ex am ple, 
sev eral weeks

George Papadopoulos an­ 
nounced today the abolition of 
the monarchy and the estab­ 
lishment of a presidential re­ 
public. 
Papadopoulos said over the 
nationwide radio network 
that a plebiscite will be held 
in two months asking the 
people to ratify the govern­ 
ment decision.' 
He added that following the 
referendum, Greeks would be 
called upon

failed countercoup in 1967, a

The board went on record 
as endorsing the concept of 
education resource districts 
with certain provisions. The 
provisions include that all 
school districts in the state 


become 
a 
part 
of 
an 
educational resource district, 
that not less than 40 such 
districts be established in the 
state, and that the legislature 
specify minimum services to 
be provided by each ¿Uch 
district and that minimum 
funding be set at $10 per pupil 
in addition to salary support 
for all professional personnel. 
The resolution concerning 
Wargo’s amendment points 
out that if enacted it would 
withhold Title III elementary 
and Secondary Education Act 
funds until the legislature’s 
education review committee 
could hold hearings on ex­ 
penditures of such funds. 
The county 
board noted 
that it is operating a program 
under Title 
III 
that 
was 
reviewed by both educators 
and board members at both 
local and state levels before 
the program was established. 
In a letter to all OEA 
members, John 
H. 
Hall, 
assistant 
O EA 
executive 
director, wrote: 
“ A small 
number ... spearheaded by 
Rep. Wargo, is attempting to 
inject politics into some of the 
things you can and cannot do 
in 
the 
class 
room 
and 
materials and methods you 
use to instruct youngsters. 
They are attempting to do it 
through an amendment in the 
appropriations bill for the 
entire state government for 
the next two years." 
The other resolution ob­ 
jecting to the appropriations 
bill notes the legislation in its 
present form would increase 
per pupil support but also 
increase the charge of from 
22** mills to 234 in fiscal 1974 
and to 25 mills in fiscal 1975. 
The legislation “ earmarks 
$69.9 million of additional 
money for specific purposes, 
leaving $38.7 million for 
general increases of about 
$8.46 per pupil." 
The board also rescheduled 
its June meeting from June 18 
to 25. 
Donald Hornickle, Thomas

Deputy Held

ESCANABA, Mich. (A P) —

deputy has been arraigned on

The burned bodies of a 
Dennis Murphy’s wife and 
children were found at the 25- 
year-old deputy’s home In 
nearby Garden Thursday 
morning after Murphy was 
found beaten and handcuffed 
behind

li rehouse. 
State Police here said 
Murphy’s 20-year-old 
wife, 
Janet, and sons, Randy, 2, 
and Robbie, 7 months, died as 
a result of the blaze. But no 
autopsy results have been 
released.

Gerald “ Babe" Bouchard 
of 
nearby 
Fayette, 
the 
deputy’s father-in-law, said 
Murphy told him two men 
came to the Murphy home 
about 1 a.m. and reported a 
serious traffic accident on 
U.S. 2 about 15 miles away. 
Murphy told Bouchard he 
was asleep when the men 
came 
and 
his 
wife, 
who 
talked to the men. informed 
him they would meet him 
at the fire station and go fro m 
there to assist him at the 
accident. 
Police reported the deputy 
said he drove to the station in 
his patrol car and was at­ 
tacked by two men when he 
walked into the building. 
Murphy reported he was 
held by one man while the 
other got his handcuffs from 
the patrol car, police said. He 
added that he was dragged 
outside and handcuffed and 
that his shirt was pinned over 
his head so he could not see 
his assailants, police said. 
Volunteer firemen said 
they were unable to contain 
the blaze at Murphy’s home 
because gas had been drained 
from the main fire truck, 
leaving it with enough fuel to 
get to the scene but without 
enough to run the pumps. 
Ignition wires also had been 
pulled from Murphy’s patrol 
ear.

rarely abandon their young. 
Every year, however, young 
raccoons, squirrels, skunks, 
rabbits, deer and others are 
removed from their natural 
surroundings and placed in 
“ foster homes” to be raised 
as house pets. Yet. chances 
are the mother was close by, 
helplessly watching as her 
babies were abducted. Since 
most wild animals are afraid 
of people they seldom expose 
themselves even when their 
young are being kidnapped. 
Young 
wild 
anim als 
require a special diet and 
frequent feedings throughout 
the 
day 
and 
night. 
This 
demanding schedule soon 
develops into a chore for the 
“ well-meaning people” who 
thought they saved their 
“ pet” 
from 
death. 
These 
people, 
having 
little 
knowledge of wild animals, 
find it difficult to induce the 
animals to eat. Some animals 
die as a result of an improper 
diet. Survivors who become 
semi-tame by mingling with 
humans are easy prey for 
dogs, cats or poachers when 
returned to the wild. 
When wild animals become 
nine months to a year of age, 
their disposition frequently 
changes from one of a cuddly, 
lovable creature to that of an 
aggressive animal seeking to 
roam about freely. People 
realize this change in their 
“ pet” 
usually 
after 
a 
member of the family or a 
friend 
has 
been 
bitten, 
kicked, or clawed by the once 
docile creature they illegally 
adopted. 
In instances where it is 
definitely 
known 
that 
the 
mother has been killed, the 
local game protector should 
be contacted regarding care 
of the remaining young.
